A Ic te* »»f protest on the quality of 
th* brick had been filed with the 
council by a committee of the Hoard 
of Trade, together with an opinion 
of a representative of ’he Pittsburg 
Testing Laboratories, and the matter 
was taken up with a view of determ¬ 
ining if the brick company proposed 
to lay all the brick now on the strcc’s 
in filling its contract for No. i qual¬ 
ify of brick. V, 

Mr. E. A Henry, who made the 
contract with the city for the Georgia 
Engineering Co., was* present to rep¬ 
resent the company and stated thr 
krick now r»n the atfVctt would meet 
the test of the National Paving Brlrk 
Mj’Uifavtu.i-i* Cssoriatinfj, and paid 
lu* respects to tie representative of 
the testing company whose report 
had I mm filed wi h the council by 
the Hoard of Trade committee. 

Mr. Henry 'hen asked the council 
to pas# a resolution authorising his 
company to proceed with the work 
•if laying the brick now on the streets. 


Mayor ^hambow then asked for 
property owner* interested to ctl the 
council whether they wire satisfied 
with the proposition of the company

cil that he was a property owner 
along the streets to be paved and that 
he wav satisfied with the brick and 
was willing for work to proceed with 
material row on hand.

owners on streets to be paved should 
he heard, and Mayor Sham bow stated 
that he believed that was all who had 
any right to speak on .lie matter. Mr. 
Tomlinson then asked if the council 
intended to refuse to hear from the 
B^ard of Trade w ho had presented ttte 
protest, and Mr. Shambnw stated, “If 
you had as »n* h trouble wi h he 
Hoard of Trade committees a# we
